General Deas was a native of Alabama 


aud was born iu Mobile May 10, 1819. 
He spent several of the early years of his 
life in Europe where he acquired a good 
education. 
' On his return to America 


while yet a young man he began business 
in his native 
city as a cotton broker, 


where lie remained until the breaking 
out of the slave-holder's rebellion. Hav- 
ing a strong attachment to his own sec- 
tion and being fully in sympathy with its 
peculiai' iustitiitious he entered at once 
into the rebel army where he became con- 
spicuous for his courage and bravery. 


General Deas will be remembered Jiu 


history, if for no other reason, from the 
tho part which he took at Bull Hun. 
AVheu that battle had been well fought 
for long and weary hours and tlie decision 
hung in the balance, both armies being 
wciiry und well nigh exhausted, the scale 
was turned by the unexpected appear- 
ance of the then Major Deas with two 
brigades of Southern troops. 
These 


coming upon the scene fresh aud with 
exultant hopes gave new courage to the 
rebel fnrofis a"<l carried dismay into the 
lines of tho Northern patriots. 
Major 


Deas was the real victor in that br.ttlo 
though General Beauregfml, another brave 
officer, was in command'. 


The bravery and skill of Major Deas on 


this occasion led to his immediate pro- 
motion and a general recognition of his 
worth as an officer. General Beatiregart 
promoted him to a colonelcy on the spoi 
mitl ordered him to Alabama to gather 
recruits and organize them for future 
service. This he did and soon appeared 
at (he head of tho Twenty-second Ala- 
bama regiment which he had equipped 
at his own expense and in the best possi- 
ble manner. 


At the head of this regiment Colonel 


Dens took part in-some of the most i 
portant battles of the war. 
At Shiloh lie 


was especially conspicuous and as a result 
was promptly made a brigadier-general. 
For similar services at' Chickamauga he 
was created a major-general. In this ca- 
pacity lie continued in the service to the 
end of the war constantly adding fresh 
laurels to his fame. 


At. the close of the war General Deas 


acted a manly part and one tlmt showed 
the nobility of his nature. 
Instead of 


sulking on his plantation like Toombs, or 
fleeing his country like Benjamin, or 
hurling 
back 
anathemas 
after 
the 


manner 
of 
Jeff. 
Davis 
he pro- 


ceeded 
promptly 
to 
Washington, 


laid down bia arms in spirit as well as in 
form, asked and received pardon at the 
hands of his injured and generous coun- 
try, and became a good and loyal citizen. 
He soon after located in Now York and 
engaged in business as a broker. 
He 


retired from Wall street a year or two 
since. 
The cordiality and heartiness of 


his reconstruction is seen in the fact ihat 
ho became a member of the Union League 
Olub 
whose 
avowed 
object 
ifi 
the 


preservation of the unity of the country 
and the support of our institutionH as 
they exist. 


General Deas spent last Benson in Now- 


port aud became greatly attached to tbo 
city which will now keenly feel his loss. 
His wife, at tho time of his death, was in 
Mobile, whore she received the sad news 
which must have boon a terrible sum- 
mons to a now desolate home.

Tho Transcript, commenting on

pressure to introduce electric light 
in 


Boston streets, remarks as follows:— 


Tho committee ask for about $TiOOO more 


money tlinn II had hist year, to pay for ml- 
iHtioiml jrtiB ami oil lumps urn* the expense 
of taking caro of those. This would be a 
nominal increase, accounted for by the new 
lights put up. Hut, in mldltion. $79,870 is 
iisked for to pay forplucing-and maintaining 
three hundred electric lights; Hint is to say, 
our expenses 1'or (fas and oil are to be just 
ns hiffh as before, inul Ihu i-luulric lights are 
to be so much extra. This Is certainly an 
entirely new version (if the street-lighting 
problem. Most persons liiul supposed that 
the three hundred electric lights were to 
take the place of pome twn thousand irns 
lights, with a corresponding: reduction in 
what is now expended for (lie latter. If 
this Is not tho ease, t.lio city had better have 
no more to do with the various electric 
Htfht companies. 


The public money should not be expended 


for experimenting- in electric or any oilier 
processes to supersede the present method 
of lighting the streets, tin: expenditure for 
which must bewmlined ivithm reasonable 
bounds. "When electricity becomes cheaper 
than gns, tho latter must step aside without 
ado; hut nnti! tlmt time the people have a 
right to compltiin of any additional taxa- 
tion growing out of experiments to test the 
value of the new llllminating agent. Cosl 
is-a very essential point in considering the 
worth to municipalities of any improvement. 
The parties interested in oluctrie lighting 
must be prepared to demonstrate its econo- 
my, as wc-ll us its superior power and bril- 
liancy. 


The above is quito pertinent reading at 


the present time for our own taxpayers. 
The introduction of tho electric lights as 
proposed will largely increase the neces- 
sary appropriation for street lighting. In 
vinw of the fnct that the burden of mak- 
ing experiments is a heavy one for tho 
rich city of rtoston, it would seem that our 
community would bo wise to wait until 
Larger and richer cities had established 
the fact of economy of light, before we 
spend $10,000 in the interest of any 
electric light company.
